In the baby beef contest at Re- 
gina, E. R. Mickleborough, of Regina, 
showed an Aberdeen-Angus heifer 
which he had purchased from Browne 
Bros., Neudorf, Sask., last December, 
and he won out against very strong 
competition. This heifer was calved 
on the 20th of March, 1919, and she 
was sold to FE. R. Mickleborough for 
$30.00, with the proviso that he would 
get $10.00 off of the original cost if 
he won; accordingly the heifer only 
cost him $20.00. This heifer was a 
grade, but she had seven top crosses of 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bulls. The 
first cross in about 1888, and the bull 
was “Clerk of Eastview,” followed by 
“Clinton Rob Roy,” then “Lord Haddo 
2d,” then “Laurier,” then “Elm Park 
King 10th,” then “Blackbird Brilliant,” 
and the last top cross was “Campbell 
3d of Tiree.” The boy had this calf for 
eleven months. On April ist she 
weighed 620 pounds, and in November, 
when she was shown at Regina, she 
weighed 1,220 Ibs. The total returns 
from this calf were as follows:

Calgary Winter Fair— At Cal- 
gary during the last week of Novem- 
ber we had the first really important 
Fat Stock show of the season. There 
was a fair representation of all breeds 


_and much enthusiasm was displayed by 


various breeders and visitors. The 
steer championship was awarded to 
Sammy Boy a good Doddie shown by 
William Teward one of the entrants in 
the boys class. This steer was bred 
by Mr. S. J. Henderson, one of the most 
active and energetic breeders in Al- 
berta, and he was fed and shown by a 
boy 12 years old. The female cham- 
pion was awarded to Blackbird of Glen- 
carnock 5th, a beautiful senior heifer 
calf shown by C. H. Richardson, of 
Bowden, Alberta. This heifer was also 
awarded the Grand champion honors of 
the show. She was an outstanding 
winner and was considered one of the 
most sensational fat animals ever 
shown at Calgary. The C. P. R. load 
of Aberdeen-Angus two-year-old steers 
was the winner in the car load classes. 
This car load was brought out under 
the direction of G. H. Hutton, the Su- 
perintendent of Animal Industry. 
There was some dispute about this 
class but when the first prize load real- 
ly out sold all others it was definitely 
settled. In the class for three steers 
over 1100 lbs. A. E. & A. S. Clemens 
was second but when the steers were 
offered for sale the second prize group 
outsold the first group by $1.10 ewt. 
In all classes the Doddies came in 
for some seconds, thirds, and fourths, 
taking as large a share of the lower 
honors as they did of the higher, so it 
will be quite evident that the Aber- 
deen-Angus entries did all that could 
be expected of them at Calgary.

duce beef is questionable. This ques- 
tion of temperament undoubtedly had 
something to do with the Hereford 
getting a firm foothold in the west, 
for I have often heard cattlemen say 
that they did not like the “blacks”; 
you could not get within a mile of 
them. 

In the west the days of the open 
range are limited, and every year 
large tracts of land are broken up and sold in smaller tracts. Under 
these conditions it is no longer a question of the old-time extensive 
system of cattle raising and certainly the Aberdeen-Angus would 
fit into this system of smaller acreages and give satisfaction. I 
have a letter from one of the largest cattlemen of my own state, 
Wyoming, who is running some 200 head of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
from his other cattle. He says that he likes the Aberdeen-Angus the 
best and he knows several other ranchmen who would buy Aberdeen- 
Angus if they could keep them under fence. They do not like to 
mix the two breeds, but I can not see why this procedure should 
prove disastrous as I will discuss near the end of this article. 

With this change in system we find that the cattle are shipped 
at a younger age than formerly. In the days of the open range, 
steers were not shipped until four years of age or older, but now 
very few if any four-year-olds are sold, all of the cattle being 
shipped as two and three-year-olds. The Aberdeen-Angus breed 
does not appear as large as the big framed Hereford, although at 
ages up to three years they will weigh as much. The concensus of 
opinion is that the Hereford always appears larger and when over 
three years old, the average 
grade Hereford will outweigh the

oint as one of the chief points 
that an Aberdeen-Angus breeder 
might question. This point in- 
cludes several characteristics 
such as rustling qualities, early 
maturity, temperament and 
weight. ; 
The Hereford breeders claim 
that their cattle are rustlers par 
excellence and undoubtedly they 
are, but again I have reports 
from a certain district in Mon- 
tana, that all of the cattlemen 
there, both Hereford and Short- 
horn breeders admitted that the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed wintered 
better and came out in better 
shape than any other breed dur- 
ing the drought of 1919-20. A 
large company in Idaho runs 
both Aberdeen-Angus and Here- 
fords and they notice no differ- 
ence in rustling qualities. An- 
other large company in Nebras- 
ka running 1000 head of grade 
cattle of both Hereford and Ab- 
erdeen-Angus blood find that un- 
der the same conditions the “An- 
gus blacks” come out in March 
and April after a hard winter 
showing on average a stronger 
condition. This company has 
been running some Aberdeen- 


rae 


_average grade Angus. But the 
cost of producing the older 
steers at the present time is pro- 
hibitive as the cheap range is al- 
most gone, and the cattlemen 
have to own their own range or 
pasture and pay taxes on it or 
pay so much per head to graze 
their cattle on the forest re- 
serves. Naturally the trend has 
been to sell off the steers at a 
younger age. A breed of earlier 
maturing cattle is needed and as 
the Aberdeen-Angus is superior 
in this particular it should be 
the breed to be introduced. 

A very practical illustration 
is given in the reply of a cattle- 
man from North Dakota. Two 
years ago this cattleman was 
shipping a mixed lot of his year- 
ling and two--year-old Aberdeen- 
Angus steers to Chicago. His 
shipment fell in with a trainload 
of cattle from Montana, most of 
this trainload being of Hereford 
breeding. The Montana cattle- 
men could not see how the Aber- 
deen-Angus were so fat at such 
an early age, and admitted that 
they could not get their Here- 
fords fat at such an early age. 


Angus for the last 30 years and 
during the last few years have 
been running Aberdeen-Angus 
exclusively. Throughout the western states among the men who 
have owned Aberdeen-Angus cattle, I find the opinion prevalent 
that they are on a par with the Hereford in rustling qualities. 

It is a well known fact among all feeders and cattlemen that 
the Aberdeen-Angus is unsurpassed or even unequaled at the present 
time in early maturity, although in late years other breeds are pay- 
ing more attention to this question. In all cases the western cattle- 
men had noticed this superiority. 

The cattlemen are divided on the question of temperament as 
are also the Aberdeen-Angus breeders of the western area. A few 
claim superiority for the Aberdeen-Angus; others say that there is 
no difference that it is dependent upon the method of handling the 
cattle; others give the Hereford the advantage and give as an ex- 
planation, the hornless character of the Aberdeen-Angus which in 
their opinion tends to make them afraid of people. It is very pos- 
sible that the Aberdeen-Angus has a move excitable temperament, 
but that it should have any direct effect upon their ability to pro-

It was either a question of de- 
veloping earlier maturing Here- 
fords or buying Aberdeen-Angus 
with these men as they admitted that they could not afford to carry 
their Hereford steers to the age of four years. 

Another point that one often hears brought up in criticism of 
the Aberdeen-Angus is that the genital organ of the Aberdeen-An- 
gus bull protrudes and is injured by cold and foreign material such 
as sand, spear grass and catclaw burrs. Again the concensus of 
ovinion among Aberdeen-Angus men of the west and southwest is 
that although this does happen it is never frequent enough to be a 
serious drawback. In none of the cases reported were more than one 
animal injured permanently in 15 to 20 years’ experience. I have 
seen registered Hereford bulls rendered useless by the same causes 
and I do not regard any particular breed as particularly susceptible 
to this injury. Veterinarians will tell you that in cases of emacia- 
tion from cold weather, and lack of feed, there is always a tendency 
for the genital organ to protrude and undoubtedly this was the 
source of some of the observations that led to this assertion about 
the Aberdeen-Angus, and proteges of the [Continued on page 22

As a result of those ex- 
periences the standards of the Pike county Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
have been placed upon a very high plane and there exists a very 
stong community spirit of good will toward all. 

A prominent figure in this association is the president, Mr. 
J. O. Strubinger. He is not only one of our old Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders, but is a banker and known as a man who does things.

There has been a real scramble for feeders during the past few 
weeks and shipments are going straight into the corn belt. Thin 
hogs are being snapped up regardless of age, color or type. The 
farmer realizes that there is no chance for him to get even a new 
dollar for an old one if he sells his corn and oats at present ratings; 
and he is willing to take an added chance and tuck these products 
under the skins of hogs or cattle and see what will happen to them 
when appraisals are made later on the finished product. 

It is a healthy sign. It will enable the live stock farmer to re- 
turn to his regular job. He has been a grain selling farmer long 
enough. If there had not been a rather severe jolt in grain prices, 
I fear the corn belt stockman might have easily developed, or let us 
say slipped back, into the grain selling class. Now it appears that 
he will soon be operating as a real stockman and that he will be 
amply rewarded for the transfer.

THE SOUTH AND THE ABERDEEN- 
ANGUS LOST A STALWART IN 
THE DEATH OF MR. FRENCH. 


In the death of A. L. French at his North 
Carolina farm home a few days ago, the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus lost one of its stalwarts, and 
the South lost one of its genuine strongest 
sons. Mr. French went south from Ohio 
twenty years ago to rebuild his health, and 
became widely known an agricultural au- 
thority in the transformation and rejuvena- 
tion of the Old South into a New South of 
live stock. His Doddies were not mere pedi- 
greed black cattle, but the best type of. live 
stock for fitting into the practical work of 
southern agriculture. Mr. French’s writings 
in THE PROGRESSIVE FARMER made him 
known by every literate gouthern farmer, 
and these writings were not imaginings 
jotted down in a city office to fill space in a 
“farm paper,’ but were the results of his 
own applied experiences and study on his 
own farm with wide travel and reading to 
balance. His poems, two or three of which 
appeared in the columns of THE ABER- 
DEEN-ANGUS JOURNAL, showed an ar- 
tistic nature found in few practical farmers. 
His work with Aberdeen-Angus on a worn- 
out farm on the Carolina-Virginia border. 
telling of how he built up that farm to its 
original fertility, showed him a worker with 
hand and brain; he was a constructive build- 
er and breeder, and he preached that gospel. 

Mr. French’s high type of Christian 
thought was expressed clearly in his Christ-

I have your letter under date of March 25th. I 
have had correspondence with a number of Polled 
Angus breeders in Kansas, Indiana, Illinois and Lowa;

asking from one to two and one-half cents more per 
pound for their feeders of the same weight as do the 
Hereford breéders. I find my people are unwilling to 
pay this margin on Polled Angus stock, and I want 
to say frankly that I believe these men are doing 
a permanent injury to the development of the Polled 
Angus cattle raising in the New England states by 
holding up their prices in this way to the kids. 

I don’t blame these stockmen for wanting to get 
all they can, but here is an advertising opportunity 
for Polled Angus cattle that is unequalled and in 
a section of the United States where they need ad- 
vertising of an effective character. 

I have just ordered today a car load of {fifty-two 
Hereford beef cattle to be distributed in Massachu- 
setts.

tay as pure breds are concerned, are 
oie igely matters of psychology — (that 
whe coatidence of the breeder in himself 
af his judgment) rather than being de- 
wndent on the straight market value of the 
pdividual for meat purposes. 
Such a period of inflated prices as we 
have just gone through really represents a 
riod of over-confidence on the part of 
e h individual breeder as to his ability to 
eeoduce seed stock of a given value trom 
Fimals of a given pedigree. The reaction 
from which we now sutter is, to a certain 
extent, Just as psychological, since the very 
men who were confident of their ability 12 
or 24 months ago are now distrusttui of 
their own judgment. Few perhaps will ad- 
mit this, preferring to lay the blame on the 
other fellow, but it is true nevertheless. 

In order that these periods of over-con- 
fidence or under-confidence should not de- 
yelop in the future, it is necessary for breed- 
«rs of pure bred cattle to understand more 
thoroughly just what ratios of value obtain 
normally between pure bred sale averages, 
and steers of comparable quality that are 
sold on the market. | : é 
beginning in the solution of this question, 
the writer has prepared a table showing the 
average values ot native beef steers per 
head on the Chicago market since 1900 and 
the average of Aberdeen-Angus sales during 
the same period. The first figures were se- 
cured from the Drovers Journal Year Books 
published annually, while the second set of 
rigures were secured from the Breeder’s 
Gazette, with the exception of the last five 
years. These were furnished by the Amer- 
ican Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association 
and the Aberdeen-Angus Journal. The table

This tabulation shows that there was a 
period of inflation in Aberdeen-Angus val- 
ues in 1900 and 1901 that decreased only 
gradually up to 1904. Certainly a ratio of 
values of Aberdeen-Angus cattle that is four 
or five times that of native steers at the 
same time can be interpreted only as in- 
flation in the light of later ratios. One rea- 
son for the high values prevailing at that 
time was the shortage of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle in relation to the demand, since that 
was the period of great extension through- 
out the corn belt states. A second reason 
for the high value, however, is found in the 
aftermath of the Spanish American war. It 
is true that no such property destruction 
occurred during the Spanish war as o:- 
curred during the recent one; nevertheless 
there was a great wastage of property in 
proportion to the values of that time, and 
this wastage was reflected in the ratio of 
values between pure breds and scrubs. The 
average ratio between Aberdeen-Angus and 
native beef steers during the entire twenty- 
one years, 1900-1920 inclusive, was 2.93. 

In other words for the entire time. during 


a 


In order to make a 


which sales of Aberdeen-Angus are reported 
their average value per baad was 2.93 times 
as great as the value per head of native 
beef steers at Chicago. It is perhaps prop- 
er to discuss whether this is a suitable cri- 
terion of pure bred values. During only six 
of the years was the ratio of pure breds to 
market stuff greater than 3.1 and in only 
one year was it less than 2.1. It seems 
proper, therefore, for us to believe that 
breed values are healthy when they range 
between two and three times the value of 
native beef steers per head at Chicago, but 
ratios on either side of these two appear to 
be abnormal and are certain to cause a re- 
action. It may not be possible for breeders 
to head off such conditions due to the nat- 
ural operation of the laws of supply and de- 
mand, but it does seem possible for them 
to determine when their conditions are ab- 
normal and to be prepared for reactions 
thereafter. 

Various opinions. have been expressed by 
different authorities on the closeness with 
which pure bred values are related to market 
values. If each change in the market over 
a period such as a year, for example, pro- 
duced a corresponding change in the price 
of pure breds, then we might say that the 
values of pure breds and market animals are 
perfectly related. Most practical stockmen 
have questioned this, however, and have as- 
sumed either that they were entirely unre- 
lated or else that the effect of market 
change was felt such a long time after in 
pure breds that it could not be detected. In 
order to study this, the writer has prepared 
the chart published with this article. In it 
is shown the market trend for the last twen- 
ty-one years with regard to native beef 
steers, also the trend of Aberdeen-Angus 
prices. For convenience, the values of mar- 
ket animals have been multiplied by three, 
which is about the amount of the ratio of 
2.93 mentioned earlier in this article. Also 
as a matter of interest, the sale prices of 
Shorthorns and Herefords are shown for 
comparison. 

The closeness with which the prices of 
Aberdeen-Angus have followed the prices of 
native beef steers has been calculated on a 
percentage basis. If the condition described 
in the preceding paragraph is considered 
perfect, that is 100 per cent. then the Aber- 
deen-Angus are 80.3 per cent. perfectly re- 
lated. This relationship is much higher than 
one ordinarily would consider as a result of 
superficial study, but this wrong impression 
ordinarily held is based on the belief that 
the pure bred market ought to react too 
quickly. If the yearly averages are studied 
as are indicated in this chart, the closeness 
of the relation is brought out. Only one 
fact remains as a warning, and that is that 
the trend of averages for 1920 was in the 
wrong direction as ‘compared to the market. 
This means that during 1921 breeders must 


expect a reduced sale average in all quar-. 


ters, as 1921 probably represents the peak 
of inflation values of pure breds as com- 
pared to the market, and a return toward 
normal ratios should be expected. In fact- 
one may expect that Aberdeen-Angus val- 
ues for this coming year will fall at a point 
approximately 3.50 to 3.75 times the value 
of native steers on the Chicago market, and 
the breeder who prepares himself on such a 
basis will be less disappointed if the ratios 
fall lower and more pleasantly surprised 
if the result of his sale exceeds the values 
above quo

PART II. 
DAYS OF PIONEERS 


The day I first became aware of Tillyfour being 
the great home of the great breed and found the 
Master about his work, stands out with distinctness 
in the vistas of memory. In that Highland home, 
many a day veiled in the purplish grey mists that 
snugly blanketed the heather-clad moors and hills, 
an air of mystic romance seemed to be hovering. 
But that day something else was envisaged; for it 
was during one of those rare days in August, when 
the glens seemed to be bathed in a rich golden sheen 
that gilded over every object, the golden haze reach- 
ing to the lift, that we all unconsciously found the 
sanctuary and absorbed its insipration. It was one 
of those rare days that make the Highland Autumn 
glorious. Behind was Benachaillach, or Ben Achaillie 
—the mount of the herd—that was that day seen, 
set there in its purple mantle. Rich foliage here 
created a charm as of straying in one of nature’s 
own groves, within which Tillyfour stood—the house 
on “‘the knoll of the pasture,” as the name faithfully 
implied, and that pasture was lush on the lawn. 
Ranging away from Ben Achaillie swept the Red 
Hill and royal Corrennie, royal because it had felt 
the tread of Bruce on his steed as he rode out from 
Kildrummie Castle, which he despoiled the Cumyn 
of, and had made his Highland hunting seat. For 
he loved to hunt the wild white bull in the Caledon- 
ian Forest, and Corrennie was on his route south- 
ward to that haunt. 

The lowing of kine was herd muffled in the dis- 
tance and whiles the plaintive bleat of a calf. That 
was all. We were at the end of the trail, for no 
other Highland seat was ’twixt us and the bulging 
Ben Achaillie, not much lower than Benachie, which 
befronted us in fact, if we regarded facing south- 
ward as our front. The old house was without pre- 
tense, but very quaint in its three part agglomeration 
then, with its long, low, old-fashioned kitchen wing 
and high smoke stack at one end—pity it was ever 
demolished—and a rather disillusioning modern wing 
to the west. There was that low, narrow entrance 
and the homely excrescent attic windows extruding 
from the heavy slated roof. But the Master’s 
thoughts were not on outward embellishments, and it 
was left to Aberdeen’s leading architect to draw the 
plans for that west wing—and spoil the effect that 
he might have enhanced. This was to be our home, 
from which, on many an octasion, we were to issue 
at the call of the Master to accompany him on his 
rounds of the byres, the fields or the outlying farms. 
These excursions at home were made on the easy back 
of his famous grey ‘“‘pownie,” I jogging, if possible, in 
advance, invariably heel and toe, no other pace 
allowed. Abroad, to his other farms, he went in his 
wagonette, drawn by two spirited ponies that always 
got by on the ‘road, whoever might be in front. For 
they were famous nags and fast. And what school- 
ings these jaunts were to one who could absorb the 
wisdom of.the great herdsman and imbibe his patri- 
archal proverbialisms! I had often to run ahead to 
encircie the field mates of the drove or herd to tryst 
them towards the reviewing point he had selected. 
And they knew what it meant; just tossed up their 
noses with a skirt of saliva and a whisk of the tail 
as they turned, chewing.

And this brought the rest of the pe 
bovinity together in a bunch as we arrived at the 
gate, and we would turn and gaze o’er their broad 
level backs and swelling sides, where no hollow boss 
or melt-hole appeared, a sign that they were indus. 
trious grazers. Then they might turn, contented, 
and moving majestically off, sniff out a soft pate 
and: drop to the ground as easily as any tragedy 
queen in a play. “And that contented sough, it wa: 
neither snort, grunt, nor groan, but just a sound oj 
sweet comfort attained that no word can define 
There they lay, “tether by the neck,” as the Maste 
used to say, for good; nothing would disturb their 
ease. The grazing batallion resting was. left behind, 
ruminating on its pasture couch; the picture re. 
curring being of them as we had disturbed them—f

This was the breeding herd that was in the Masters 
view, as it was in Herrick’s poem, which has come 
down jingling in our ears even till now. A heifer, 
“None half so fragrant, half so fair, as—Kate of 
Aberdeen ;” or, else of Pride of Aberdeen herself, 
or e’en of Black Prince’s son, there digging into his 
dam’s dugs, his fast wiggling tail proving the keen 
enjoyment he was extracting from the rich feast 
flowing from his generous provider, his muzzle al 
befrothed as he was intruded upon. “A heifer 
smooth, and black as jet,” or ‘A bull stirk as straight 
as any yet,” and each one with its kenspeckle spol 
which, after the mystery had fled, was the open © 
same to each individuality and identy. 

Yes! truly, these impressions were the instincts of 
inheritance. The turn of the glistening hair-lick, the 
way the hair itself lay, whether smooth or staring: 
the rhythmic heave of the breath; the graceful motion

swollen to repletion, and that seldom knew a bloat. 
These impressions were of instinctive significance, 
fo: the Master and his pupil were of a line that had 
known these signs from one generation to another 
far back, each having possessed the inclination to 
become herdsmen and watch the wealth grow from 
crop to crop, the product of the mating of this proud 
sire with that prime dam. For the Master, though 
a son of a laird of Aberdeenshire, likewise was the 
descendant of an ancient Angus herdsman, wh se 
sun had risen and set in G.enisla, an Aberdeen and 
Angus family—-ke was, indeed, and veritabiy, him- 
self of a family that had witnessed the successive 
stages in the emergence of the breed that he had 
created ou: of the native lowland sorts that had in- 
truded on the High!and sanctities and usurped them. 
For 'tween Angus and Buchan the cattle trails had 
been hoof-marked as trade routes for generations, 
the result of activities which culminated in the arriv- 
al of the breed that was to become known the world 
o'er as the premier of the beef breed; and at whose 
shrine we were then offering our devotion. 


Some Contemporaries. 


It is interesting to cast a glance at the contem- 
poraries of these times, none of whom, though Wil- 
liam Aiton remarks that improvement had been pretty 
general during the last decades in Scotland, seem to 
stand out prominently until the mention of the Wil- 
liamsons and the Walkers of Aberdeenshire, whose 
operations were dealt with particularly by Dr. Skene 
Keith in his General View of the County of Aber- 
deen; the Waikers coming in for mention in other 
publications, such as the Farmer’s Magazine, &c. 

While William M’Combie the first was settling in 
Lynturk, Robert Bakewell, in Leicestershire (b. 1736, 
d. 1795), was rounding out his career. This “‘patri- 
arch of all the generations of animal breeders,” as 
Sanders styles him in his charming chapter “Sanctum 
Sanctorum” in “The Sign of the Stockyards Inn,” 
—that Stockyards being of course Chicago, the home 
of the International, where the Aberdeen-Angus have 
been such constant champions in these our own 
times—made his mark in cattle with the Longhorn, 


of which there remain a few even today. Two herds 
of them appeared at Paris in 1878, those of the Duke 
of Buckingham and Chandos, and Mr. Wm. G. Far- 
mer, Hinckley, Leicestershire. According to the ac- 
counts we have of these breeders it seems they cre. 
ated a breed that became so excessively, exclusively 
fat, that they left as a legacy to their successors 
the task of making it—or some other breed— once 
more lean. . The English breeders leaned all to fat 
on the surface—unadulterated fat, so much so that 
they produced a breed, the Shorthorns, that was dis- 
figured by great mountains of adipose tissue all out- 
side the body with very little inside tallow. It was 
this type of animal that the Scots could not tolerate. 
They visioned an animal of flesh, not fat; even, the 
fat and lean intermixed, marbled, with the principal 
tallow inside. 

Succeeding Bakewell came the Collings, Charles and 
Robert. Charles was a disciple of Bakewell, visited 
him often and studied his methods. Doubtless he 
was impressed by Mr. Bakewell’s Twopenny and the 
even more famous D. Charles Colling (b. 1725, d. 
1836) was thus a contemporary of Charles M'Combie 
of Tillyfour, the date of his death, too, being the 
year of Charles’ death and six years after. William 
of Tillyfour had begun to farm Tillyfour and found 
his herd. Robert Colling (b. 1749, d. 1820) passed 
away while William was rather grudgingly studying 
his Virgil at Marischal College in Aberdeen. Wheth- 
er the cattlemen of Tillyfour, who were accustomed 
to pass through Yorkshire so often, were familiar 
with the bréeding of O’Callaghan’s red polled Gallo- 
way to Colling’s Bolingbroke, and the result of the 
sale of the stock descended therefrom in 1810—a 
year notable in Bates’ career, as shall be noted—- 
which sale must have created a furore even in the 
far north, we have no means of knowing. But it is 
not unlikely that they were and that they knew of the 
White Heifer that travelled. Comet and the Dur- 
ham Ox would also be likely to be known to the 
M’Combies. 

Among those whose talk was of oxen and of kine, 
who would not know of Thomas Bates? He comes 
next (b. 1775, d. 1849) who “completed in sensa- 
tional fashion the work of establishing a new and 


highly improved type of cattle, through a continuance 
of Bakewell methods upon the Colling foundations.” 
(Sanders.) The Booths were Bates’ great rivals, and 
they fought their battles o’er at the shows of the 
Scottish National. But we have gone far enough 
along the line of the breed that was to become the 
“great intruder,” pre-empting unoccupied territory in 
the southeast and middle east of Scotland, while the 
other English breeds were in their formative stages-— 
the breed that was to be recast and remoulded as 
the superb “‘Aberdeensire Shorthorn,” making it a 
real credit to itself and the country that produced it. 


Great Scottish Names. 


Scotland picks up the story with William Robert- 
son of Ladykirk, who made his first purchasings 
from the Collings in 1789, and handed the torch 
along to Mr. John .Rennie, yr., of Phantassie, in 
East Lothian, and General Simpson of Pitcorthie, 
in Fifeshire. Then of course the great Captain Barc- 
lay of Ury looms as the real master figure in Scot- 
land from 1822, the date of the first show of the 
Highland at Edinburgh, when he began to breed 
Shorthorns, as he told his hearers at a Highland 
Society meeting. Born in 1779, he died in 1854. He 
saw the rise not only of his beloved Shorthorns, of 
which he was certainly the father in the real sense 
in Scotland, but also of the native black polled race 
of his friends, Watson of Keillor and M’Combie of 
Tillyfour, the latter having been personally attached 
to him. The Captain believed in the native sorts and 
maintained a large number of native cows to breed 
them to his Shorthorn bulls, and many of the off- 
spring, bulls too, they were, he sold to the farmers 
anxious to travel a rapid road to wealth; and these 
half Teeswater-Aberdeen-Kincardineshire bulls became 
noted all over the north, for they took prizes at 
the Scottish national shows at Inverness and Aber- 
deen for leading breeders, such as Ferguson Simp- 
son, Mains of Pitfour, the breeder and exhibitor of 
the ever-famed Shorthorn bull, Buchan Hero, and 
who also bred and exhibited Polled Aberdeens. There 
is no doubt it was by these methods, initiated by the 
great Captain, that the blood of the universal “‘in-

The continuation of the story may be read in “Cattle 
and Cattle Breeders,” and in the Histories of the 
Shorthorns by Sinclair and Sanders, also in the 
“Breeder’s Gazette’ and the “Shorthorn World.”” We 
cannot overlook the coming and the establishment 
of the Shorthorn as one of the real “four great Scot- 
tish breeds ;”’ for it reached the pinnacle of its fame 
in Aberdeenshire, the home of the Polled Aberdeen 
and the Aberdeen-Angus, and came to that standard 
vf excellence that has made it like its ebon rival, 
one of the two great world breeds, in the same en- 
vironment, by the same methods of treatment and 
the same system of breeding as was adopted for the 
sable coated native. To that summit of perfection 
was the red, white and roan carried by Amos Cruick- 
shank quietly and with less spectacular demonstra- 
tions than accompanied the sensational ascent of the 
native humlie in the hands of M’Combie. 
Cruickshanks and Polled Cattle. 

As “The Druid” pointed out, the brothers Cruick- 
shank “devoted their earliest energies to the old 
Aberdeenshire Polled under the orthodox county be- 
lief that it would grow larger and ripen earlier than 
beef-cylinder north of the Tweed”; and James Black 
in his Essay in the Transactions of the H. and A. 5S. 
Society, remarks likewise: -‘‘The Cruickshanks were 
originally strong in their belief that the Aberdeen- 
shire Polled were best suited for this part of the 
country,” but “after the Shorthorns appeared they 
came round to a preference for them.” By whatever 
means they were alienated from their first love, it has 


make its way in Scotland, it was well that it had 
the benefit of the acquisition to its promotion of the 
Cruickshanks, who had such a lively knowledge of 
the ‘told Aberdeenshire Polled,’’ for it brought to the 
breeding of the Shorthorn, and its assimilation to 
northern conditions, just that knowledge of the na- 
tive requirements and standards that enabled the 
Cruickshanks to reconstitute the southern breed upon 
such lines as made it over into something entirely 
different. The plodding painstaking nursing of the 
new breed by the Cruickshanks to its weaning stage 
when it was able to make its way in other hands as 
a competitor of the old native sort on equal terms, 
is a study in its own department of modern bovin- 
ology. In contemplating, therefore the work of Amos 
Cruickshank and William M’Combie the thought has 
occurred: What would have been the fate of the two 
breeds had it happened that the places of these two 
breeders could have been exchanged? May it not be 
said, at any rate, that the means by which each 
became pre-eminent in its own realm, being naturally 
the same, and the conditions equivalent, the results 
could not have been otherwise in the hands of such 
practical craftsmen of the art of breed creation? 
The Native and the Alien. 

For a time it seemed as if the Native might be 
driven into the shade and out of sight by the Alien; 
and it would have been had not its saviour, rescuer, 
emancipator, M’Combie, for by all these appellations 
has he been titled, come at the needful moment to 
take up and stand by the native breed, and snatch

In the grand review of the makers of the nation, 
in which the tillers of the soil and creators of the 
herds, flocks and studs, upon which the nation Py 
much depends for its very existence, have their yp. 
recognized place, there stand out in towering majes- 
ty two personalities above all others—Robert Bare. 
lay and William M’Combie. The story that might be 
told of each, if written fully out, would substantiats 
this deliberate judgment. It may be impossible to 
do that thing for the former, but it is, compara- 
tively speaking, easy to do it for the latter, 

“William M’Combie did a great work. He 
added much to the wealth of Scotland by the 
high character he attained for, and stamped 
upon her best known native race of cattle. But 
he did more. He was a benefactor to the 
whole empire. His was a bloodless triumph. but 
it is one that will endure. By improving a breed 
of cattle, by making them so much quicker con- 
verters of grass into food for man, than ever 
they were before, he achieved a conquest equal 
to the subjugation of a province, equivalent to 
an addition to the fertile valleys of our land, 
and on an _ equality with that of the much 
praised man who makes two blades of grass grow 
where only one grew before—‘Palmam qui mer- 
uit ferat.’ ”’ 

“‘M’Combie is the man who saved the ‘doddies’ 
from virtual extinction in Aberdeenshire at a 
time when the Shorthorns were threatening to 
engulf the indigenous type on its native heath. 
He began about 1830 and for full fifty years de- 
voted his rare skill and judgment to the improve- 
ment of the ‘bonnie blacks.’ The story of his tr- 
umphs would fill a volume.” 

The. former quotation is from an appreciation of 
William of Tillyfour made by one who could speak of 
nis work—Richard Heath Harris, of Earnhill, Forres. 
winner of the championship at Smithfield in 1866,

Harris’s tribute appeared in the introductory article 
to the “In Memoriam. William M’Combie of Tilly- 
four,” a brochure, consisting of the more important 
newspaper ‘notices that appeared at his death. Mr. 
Harris subsequently engaged in farming in New Zea- 
land, where he had his accustomed success. 

The second quotation is from Alvin Howard San- 
ders’ “At the Sign of the Stockyards Inn,” an author 
who had a proper appreciation of the work of the 
“Grazier King’’ who made his mark in the cold north- 
land where the Polled Aberdeen showed how to re- 
create the Shorthorn. The quotation is from the chap- 
ter, “Northern Lights,” in which the author pays 
glowing tribute to the great Barclay: 


“Wherever an Aberdeen Shorthorn or a poll is 
to be seen —and there are few portions of North 
America where these are not in evidence—there 
is oceasion for removing one’s hat in memory of 
Captain Barelay, one of the most extraordinary 
characters to be met with in live stock literature. 
‘ His place as a contributor to Scottish na- 
tional wealth, and, incidentally, to the world’s 
riches, cattle-wise, has never been fully acknowl- 
edged. It is marvellous that he should 
have been able to devote so much at- 
tention to the introduction of good blood into his 
native north; and to the production of cattle 
which formed the beginnings of the Aberdeen- 
shire herds that afterwards met with world-wide 
recognition. But he was no common mortal, this 
lion-heart of Seotland.” 


William of Tillyfour had frequent communication 
with Captain Barclay, and cultivated his acquain- 
tance. He has told us that he often went the round 
of the showyards with “the Captain.” That he im- 
bibed many of Captain Bareclay’s precepts and princi- 
ples there is no doubt; and in laying out the great. 
fields that he did at Tillyfour he had most likely in 
mind Captain Barclay’s ambition to have “‘fields large 
enough that the cattle would not see themselves every 
day,” which might have been possible at Ury but not.

Herefords were not slow to pick it up and 
use it for the advancement of their fav- 
orites. 

Another criticism of the Aberdeen-Angus 
ofter herd is that they do not get as large 
a calf crop on the range as do the Here- 
fords. A few days ago a cattleman from 
Montana wrote me and said that a Hereford 
bull would get two calves to one by the 
Aberdeen-Angus. According to the vast 
amount of data afforded by carefully plan- 
ned tests at the X. I. T. Ranch this state- 
ment is exaggerated. In fact the exact 
reverse result was secured in these tests, 
the Aberdeen-Angus bulls getting more 
calves from grade cows than the Herefords 
with grade cows. If you have not read the 
series of articles by George Findlay enti- 
tled “Famous X. I: T. range classic of Angus 
Cattle” appearing in the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal beginning with the December 13, 
1920, issue, I would advise you to do so as 
it is an excellent illustration of what the 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle did and will do, 
under the conditions of the late ninteenth 
century and under the conditions of the 
present day. 

‘A new phase of the question is brought 
up by an Oregon breeder who says that the 
Aberdeen-Angus are heavier than the Here- 


in the extremely rough country used for 
pasturage in that section. Even though 
the Aberdeen-Angus bull might not get 
around as well as the Hereford bull, still it 
would seem that the greater weight and in- 
creased price that his offspring woul com- 
mand on the market would mére than pay 
for the few calves that an Aberdeen-Angus 
bull might not get from his inability to 
cover the country. j 

A criticism sometimes heard concerning 
the Aberdeen-Angus is that the bulls are 
not as prepotent as they should be. Again 
the preponderance of evidence is entirely 
against any such statement, and I have re- 
plies from cattlemen who have crossed the 
Aberdeen-Angus on the dairy breeds and 
produced superior animals in every way 
from the butcher’s standpoint. One Mon- 
tana ranchman reports that he has three 
Angus-Jersey cross-bred calves and_ it 
would take an expert to tell that the calves 
had Jersey blood in them, from their appear- 
ance, all being low set, blocky, and quoting 
from the cattleman’s letter, “as much alike 
as two peas.” 

A strong point of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed that should be pushed to the limit is 
their hornless character. There are com- 
paratively few ranchmen in the western 
states today that do not dehorn their cattle. 
And why should they not use “Doddie” bulls 
instead of the clippers or the saw to dehorn

The one characteristic which might be mor 
favorable to the Hereford is the fact thai 
possibly they have a more quiet disposition, 
{ have noticed that the Aberdeen-Angys 
seem to be slightly more excitable ani 
slightly less inclined to be handled. 

Why, then, was the Aberdeen-Angus com- 
pletely outdistanced by the Hereford in the 
western States? This is the question that 
I have been puzzling over for some time 
and I believe that the whole question is 
solved by the statements of a certain Aber- 
deen-Angus breeder from Colorado and from 
articles in the Breeder’s Gazette. 1 have 
read through the older numbers of the 
Breeder’s Gazette from 1884-1896 and | 
find many articles that have a direct bear- 
ing upon this subject. The Herefords wer 
taken into the Western States by the hun 
dreds while the Aberdeen-Angus went in by 
tens and even less. Then, too, a large por- 
tion of the Herefords were cheap grate 
bulls of good conformation while the Aber 
deen-Angus bulls were nearly all importei 
stock who commanded a high price ani 
were vely difficult to obtain on account of 
their scaicity in numbers. 

Again, as was stated in the excellent ser 
ies of articles concerning the Aberdeer- 
Angus on the X. I. T. Ranch already re 
ferred to, the Aberdeen-Angus bulls were 
very hard to obtain and were very high in 
price, so the ranchmen who were looking 
for pure bred stock or improved stock oi 
merit were forced by necessity to buy other 
breeds even though they may have favo 
the Aberdeen-Angus. An example of both 
the high prices and the small numbers of 
Aberdeen-Anvus sold in the western states 
is given by a quotation taken from the 
Breeder’s Gazette of June 25, 1885, in whic 
the Leonard Bros., of Missouri, sold to som 
San Luis Valley (Colorado) ranchmen 
Galloway and eight Aberdeen-Angus bull 
at $300 apiece. The letter from the (ole 
rado breeder already spoken of gets to te 
very bottom of the matter and as he is® 
old-timer himself he has witnessed tH 
things of which he speaks. Quoting from 
his letter, “About that time (1885) ant? 
few years later entire breeding herds ! 
Herefords were brought from Missouri a” 
other central states bought at low pme 
and in such numbers as to make the showil! 
very impressive, while in most cases

Aberdeen-Angus were brought in in pairs 
and trios, cane imported and bought at 
long prices, kept in some cases rather as 
pets, provoking the cow-punchers by eating 
their saddle-horse hay, while giving a poor 
return on their unreasonably high invest- 
ment, until after two or three years they 
were turned out, the bulls losing their iden- 
tity (one Aberdeen-Angus to fifty Here- 
fords), the cows going on however, until 
in extreme cases twenty years old, having 
a black muley calf each year and in some 
cases twins like the two lonesome old girls 
(Aberdeen-Angus cows) at nresent at the 
Colorado Agricultural College.” 

It seems reasonable to me that in such 
cases the Herefords should become ronular 
and unfortunately the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed was not given a fair trial. Really 
some of the figures are startling. There is 
not a single Aberdeen-Angus breeder in the 
states of Nevada, Arizona and New Mexico, 
as far as I can learn from the National 
Aberdeeri-Angus Association and from the 
State Experiment Stations. There are 
about twenty-five Aberdeen-Angus brecders 
in Colorado, and about a like number in 
Montana. In my own state, Wyoming, 
there are five breeders and I have never 
seen an Aberdeen-Angus in my section of 
the state. In Utah there are four Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders and in eastern Oregon, 
a region of pasture country, there are some 
fifteen or twenty Aberdeen-Angus breeders. 

how many Hereford breeders are 
there? Almost every herd of cattle in the 
western states have pure bred registered 
Hereford bulls. 

The Aberdeen-Angus breeder in the west 
has to stand a lot of “guyin~” by the nu- 
merous Hereford breeders and as one suc- 
cessful Aberdeen-Angus breeder of Texas 
expressed, “some weak-kneed fellows actu- 
ally do not want Aberdeen-Angus cattle be-

Since the Hereford is the popular breed 
in the western states, cattlemen of that sec- 
tion must have the merits of the Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle shown to them under their 


own conditions. By far a greater part of 
the cattlemen do not pay much attention 
to the live stock shows and hence the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed can not afford to rest on 
its laurels as has been the tendency in the 
past. No better example of what demon- 
stration under local conditions will do, can 
be given than to compare it with the work 
done by the Extension Departments of Ag- 
ricultural Schools durin~ the past few years. 
When this idea was first suggested the ru- 
ral people scoffed at it. They thought that 
they and others like them had been farm- 
ing and ranching for a good many years 
and had been successful without some high- 
minded college graduate coming and show- 
ing them what to do. This idea was very 
prevalent a few years ago, but where is it 
today? The college graduates and other 
trained men have shown the people on their 
own farm or ranch that certain things have 
been overlooked and when the farmers and 
ranchers have followed their advice they 
have found that they needed skilled advice. 
Does this not show that rural people are 
readily influenced by demonstration under 
their own conditions? I believe such dem- 
onstration would work wonders in intro- 
ducing the Aberdeen-Angus breed into west- 
ern territory and will discuss such a plan 
at the end of this article. 

An Oklahoma Aberdeen-Angus breeder 
who supplies bulls for the range trade ex- 
presses himself as follows: “I believe with- 
out a question why the Herefords outnum- 
ber the Aberdeen-Angus on the range is 
because the Hereford breeders were alert

and on the job and realized the opportunity 
of that vast range country and they made 
strides and efforts to see that Hereford bulls 
were placed on the range. These herds 
were wonderfully improved and the men who 
had Hereford bulls kept getting them and 
using them on their cows, and the result is 
that it is impossible today or practically so 
to get a man with a Tarot herd to use 
an Aberdeen-Angus bull. On the other 
hand, there-is no question in my mind but 
what the Aberdeen-Angus bull is more vre- 


potent and will make just as good if not - 


better as a sire on ordinary cows. In the 
days when bulls were cheap they were cas- 
trated into steers and sent to market. If 
those thousands of bulls that had been made 
into steers had been sold upon the range as 
bulls at the same price they would have 
built up a foundation upon which the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle of today could have 
builded.” 

I want to put in a few words here. It 
seems to me that if this were the case the 
Aberdeen-Angus men by their action of cas- 
trating all of these bulls gave the Hereford 
men a double advantage over them. The 
Hereford men sent hundreds of bulls of 
this type (not registered but good typy 
bulls) into the range country at reasonable 
prices, while the Aberdeen-Angus men sent 
only high priced bulls as mentioned before. 

Going on with the letter of the Oklahoma 
Aberdeen-Angus breeder, “I have no trouble 
in selling range bulls in quantities and I 
had to build up this demand myself and I 
did not do it by sitting back and trying to 
get someone to buy $200 and $300 bulls. I 
did not exactly give them away, but I put 
them where they would do the most good 
and every bull ) Fate me more business 
until at the present time I have considerable 
demand for range bulls.

Some pe 
an abundance of feed and others practically 
none. We started with what we could 
in the cattle line; cattle with no uniformity 
and often carrying a preponderance of w. . 
ern blood, coming from Texas or ‘Aviamat 
At this point I would like to include 
eulogy concerning Mexican cattle, which a 
doubtedly the Kansas ranchman refers to, 
This eulogy I found in a back number of 
the Breeder’s Gazette and it is self explan. 
atory. It is taken from the Amarillo (Tex 
as) Live Stock Champion. ; 
“A very large herd (2300 head) of Mexi- 
can cattle are now on the range north of 
town. The age of the cattle is from two years 
to the antediluvian period. They are mostly 
pure bred registered steers weighing from 
150 to 400 pounds, adorned with the map 
of Chi-Wah-Wah. The herd shows its high 
breeding of pure blooded Castilian fighting 
stock, the prevailing colors being a dirty 
fawn or dun color and blue to blue-brindle 
with black points, mealy mouth and horns 
of such ample size that cars with extra wide 
doors will have to be furnished for their 
transportation. This is the first, first-class 
herd of pure Mexican cattle ever brought to 
this market and from another such may the 
good Lord deliver us.” 


Continuing with the letter of the Kansas 
cattleman, “We used for a number of years 
grade or rather scrub Shorthorn bulls. In 
1893 we bought a registered Hereford bull, 
bred by Gudgell & Simpson, of Missouri. He 
was a wonder to us. He was very prep0- 
tent and we liked the cross exceedingly. Our 
calves were uniform, beefy and vigorous. 
We crossed them with another registered 
bull and bred on for several years... It was 
a marked improvement over our primitive 
cattle; but we met with disappointments 
later.

We began with 
the Aberdeen-Angus in 1906, and are satis 
fied that we have the best cattle in this 
region. They are as vigorous, aS eager 
graze and mature as earlv as the Hereford. 
They suckle better, are more uniform, am 
quieter and easier to handle, and live to4 
ripe old age. A good producing cow of six 
teen years of age is not uncommon.”

To show you the possibilities of western 
raised Aberdeen-Angus, I have only to re- 
mind you that the grand champion carlot 
of steers at the 1919 International were bred 
and raised by Mr. N. L. Harrison, of Rog- 
gen, Colo., and were fed and exhibited by 
John Hubly, of Mason City, [llinois. This 
same carlot won the laurels as champion 
carlot of feeders at the 1918 International 
when shown by Mr. Harrison and were sold 
to Mr. Hubly and held over for the show the 
next year, when they took the grand cham- 
pionship. : 

I would like to mention one instance of 
the Hereford-Angus cross in the show ring, 
that has come to my attention, and I see no 
reason why this cross should prove detri- 
mental as many western ranchmen believe. 
California Perfect Lady,-a Hereford-Angus 
cross, Was grand champion at the San Fran- 
cisco Fair of 1919 and was third in the fat 
class at the 1919 International. This heifer 
had the white face of the Hereford and the 
black color and polled character of the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus. This only goes to show that 
this cross would produce as good results as a 
cross of any of the other breeds. There is 
at the present time some cattle of this cross 
at Ames, lowa. The mature cow shows 
more of the Aberdeen-Angus characteris- 
tics than Hereford, showing the conforma- 
tion, hornlessness and color of the former 
and the white face of the latter. There is 
also a calf, a few months old, showing the 
same characteristics as the mature cow. 

A Colorado breeder suggests a plan that 
I submit here merely as a possibility of one 
of the many ways in which the Aberdeen- 
Angus could be popularized in the west. 
Quoting from his letter, “Practical stock- 
men of experience should be given encour- 
agement to invest in and breed Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle in New Mexico, Colorado and 

y 


\ 


Wyoming, and money premiums offered by 
the National Association at all district and 
even county fairs, in all counties, where two 
or more breeders will agree to exhibit.” 

Another plan that I believe would be very 
successful is the establishment of branch 
herds in the western states. The former 
president of your National Association has 
foreseen this possibility and his venture in- 
to western territory has proven a great suc- 
cess. For when he established his branch 
herd at Yakima, Washington, there was and 
still is a prejudice against the Aberdeen- 
Angus, and his success and the rise in num- 
bers of the Aberdeen-Angus breed in the 
Pacific coast states show what this plan will 
do in the face of strong prejudice and is 
the strongest argument that I can give in 
favor of it. I believe that this plan will be 
more successful in popularizing the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed in the western states than 
any other, providing that branch herds _are 
established in a number of the western 
states, where the Aberdeen-Angus are found 
in very limited numbers or are not found at 
all. As I have mentioned before, although 
the ranchmen have a prejudice it is usually 
not founded upon observation, but rather 
upon propaganda and lack of knowledge of 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed. A large cattle 
company in Idaho reports that in the early 
days the “starved blacks” were often 
classed as Holsteins by the buyers; and this 
opens up a new field of thought. It is en- 
tirely possible that the western cattlemen 
thought that any black animal was a so- 
called Polled-Angus and thus a great many 
inferior Holsteins were called Angus and 
caused a great prejudice against these 
“blacks.” 

This plan of the establishment of branch 
herds of Aberdeen-Angus in the western 
states will be of benefit to the breed and 
breeder alike. First, it will go a long way

in ponmiarineg. the breed and. secondly it 
will give the breeder a chance to sell his 
“plain bred” bulls to the ranchmen as fast 
as he can supply them. Most ranchmen 
can not afford to pay over $150 for a pure 
bred bull and they do not care so much for 
the pedigree as for beefy conformation and 
his ability to produce beef cattle of merit. 
A letter that I received from a Montana 
Aberdeen-Angus breeder expresses the same 
idea that I have been bringing out and also 
some other points of interest and I quote 
from his letter, “If there were more adver- 
tising here in Montana and Wyoming it 
would be a great outlet for the surplus 
breeding stock of the central western and 
eastern states. The other breeders used to 
say that the Aberdeen-Angus were too easy 
to keep and too fat to breed, but they found 
out that this is not true. The Herefords 
got the lead thirty-five or forty years ago, 
when they were advertised widely and sent 
to the west in car loads. Now you can buy 
a registered Hereford bull anywhere and 
those people that want Aberdeen-Angus ‘cat- 
tle are afraid that when they have to 
change bulls they will have trouble in ob- 
taining a new bull and may even have to 
send east for one, and of course the Here- 
ford men remind them of this extra ex- 
pense and trouble and also remind them 
that they will have to dispose of the whole 
herd and start over again, providing they 
can not obtain an Aberdeen-Angus bull.” 
This letter shows just what the western 
Aberdeen-Angus cattlemen have to contend 
with and as I mentioned before, the establish- 
ment of branch herds or some other plan of 
demonstration on the ground will do much 
to remedy this condition and at the same 
time will be of inestimable value to the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breed and will insure a re- 
markable success for the Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders undertaking such a program.

Fair Stables and the show had to be held at 
the summer fair grounds in most uncomfort- 
able quarters, but the quality of the entries 
was high. 

Notwithstanding the fact that we did not 
secure the supreme honors the Doddies were 
there in force.
